Cantersury Awntiavrtrtes.—In clearing the 
foundations of the old building lately taken down 
in the Dancing-School yard, traditionally said to 
have been the residence of Lord Chancellor More, 
a curious discovery was made a few days ago. In 
a cellar under the counting-house belonging to Mr. 
Roberts, woolstapler, the earth having been re- 
moved to the depth of ten or twelve inches, a pave- 
ment of encaustic tiles, regularly and beautifully 
arranged, was brought to view. Some of the tiles 
bear the figure of a fleur-de-lis, others of a star, 
and some a representation of a man on horseback. 
The place has every appearance of having been an 
oratory or small chapel, as the vaulted roof formerly 
above it was undoubtedly constructed for devo- 
tional purposes; the centre of the floor is com- 

of plain tiles much worn, having a border 
of ornamental tiles to the breadth of about three 
feet on each side. This floor is at a depth of 9 or 
10 feet below the present level of the exterior, 
shewing how much the ground has been raised in 
this part of the city. The top of the stone-arched 
window scarcely reaches to the outer surface. By 
permission of Mr. Roberts, the proprietor, a num- 
ber of gentlemen have inspected this curious rem- 
nant of antiquity, which has probably been hidden 
for many centuries ; and as Mr. R. Frend and several 
others were inspecting the same a few days since, a 
large portion of the wall and arch of a vault conti- 
guous suddenly gave way and fell in. Had the 
accident occurred a few seconds sooner, some of 
the party would most probably have been crushed to 
death by the falling materials. 

Mopet Marrtnc.—The Royal Agricultural So- 
ciety gave, at the meeting at Derby, its silver prize 
medal to Mr. Bailey Denton, for the relief or model- 
mapping which proves of so much utility in the de- 
lineation of landed property. The model-map is 
constructed of plaster or composition, or may be 
electrotyped in copper, on a table or base from ac- 
curate data, taken on the ground. Hedges, ditches, 
buildings, woodlands, rivers, and all other distin- 
guishing marks are exhibited faithfully, and the 
whole is coloured according to nature with oil co- 
lours. In this substantial form, and with this re- 
semblance to reality, the farming labourer compre- 
hends the map at a glance ; and this is certainly not 
the case with a draught plan or an engineer’s sec- 
tion. 

Tue Next Mais to Inp1a.—The next mails 
for India vid Falmouth will be despatched from the 
chief office in St. Martin’s-le-grand on Monday, 
the 3lstinst. For India vid Marseilles (overland) 
on Friday, the 4th of August. 

The large building now beingerected in Paternoster- 
row (for the Religious Tract Society), to which we 
alluded in our last, is bounded on the east by Can- 
non-alley, and on the south by the Chapter House. 
Mr. Young is the architect, and Mr. Samuel Grims- 
dell, of Sun-street, the contractor. The excava- 
tions have been immense ; in various parts as much 
as 23 feet below the level of the street. Large 
quantities of human remains have been disinterred 
from a resting place of no doubt several centuries, 
presumed to be the remains of the interments in 
the great cemetery or charnel mentioned by Stow, 
as situated on the north side of St. Paul’s, and 
which was demolished in the reign of Edward the 
Sixth, 1549. The remains of old foundation-wails 
of chalk and flint which have been found, appear to 
corroborate this opinion. During the operations 
were found two stone bottles exhibiting a grotesque 
bearded head near the neck of the bottle, and 
beneath an armorial shield bearing the date of 1618. 
Fragments of Samian and other pottery of the 
Roman period have been found in abundance. 
Among the former is a portion of an unusually 
large patera bearing the impress of Advocisi in 
large characters on the side, several large brass 
coins of Faustina, and several others much corroded, 
a piece of silver similar to the half-crown of William 
the Third, date 1696, and a small portion of a 
tessellated pavement, consisting of the small white 
and grey tessera. Also under the street in Pater- 
noster-row, about 11 feet below the present line of 
pavement, was found the wattling of an old road 
about 6 inches thick, no doubt the original road 
previous to the fire of London. The first stone of 
this building at the north-east corner was laid on 
Tuesday, July 11th, by Hoare, Esq., of Fleet- 











street, in the presence of the Directors and Com- 
mittee of the Society. 


From Dresden, we hear of three new models for 
colossal works, by the sculptor Haenel, to see which 
the public are flocking to his studio. One of these, 
a statue of Beethoven, is to be cast in bronze, at» 
the Royal Foundry of Nuremberg, for Bonn, the | 
great composer’s native town.

THE BUILDER. 








A statement appeared in the newspapers last 
week, to the effect that, at the meeting of the Paris 
Academy, on the 3rd instant, M. Arago announced 
that the great work of cutting through the Isthmus 
of Panama, which had been so long talked of, was 
about to be seriously undertaken, a contract having 
been entered into by Messrs. Baring and Co., of 
London, with the Republic of New Grenada, in 
virtue of which the Republic was to cede to them 
the line required for the projected canal, with 
80,900 acres of land on the two banks, and 400,000 
acres in the interior of the country. Messrs. 
Baring and Co. had, it was said, in the first in- 
stance, fixed the amount of toll for the navigation 
of the canal at the price 18 fr. per ton, but they 
had reduced it to 8fr. The work, upon which 
from 4,000 to 5,000 men are to be engaged, was to 
be completed in five years. We are able to contra- 
dict, on the best authority, the statement that any 
such contract whatever has been undertaken by 
Messrs. Baring. It is quite true, that the work of 
cutting the canal across the Isthmus of Panama is 
a matter still talked about ; but we believe the pri- 
vilege of executing it remains in the hands of 
Messrs. Solomon of Panama, to whom it was 
granted by the Grenadian Republic in 1838. It is 
said that, under the authority of this privilege, 
Messrs. Solomon have caused a survey of the 
Isthmus to be made, and that the result of this 
survey is to shew, that a passage may be made be- 
tween the two oceans, by uniting the rivers Chagres 
and Grande by a canal of about thirty miles in ex- 
tent.— Atheneum.
